the  inspired  schedule.  Yes,  climb  to  the  top 
of  the  highest  mountain  if  you  will  and  see 
all  the  people  of  the  earth  in  sin  and  ruin, 
and  then  get  you  down  into  the  deepest  well 
of  divine  truth  and  learn  your  dujty  to  them. 
By  all  means  seek  to  lave  the  unrighteous, 
but  do  not  by  any  means  help  to  damn  the 
SELF-RIGHTEOUS. 


It  begins  to  appear  that  some,  if  not  all,  of 
the  Baptist  ministers  of  the  Permiffenf  Coun- 
cil of  New  York  are  in  tender  sympathy  with 
Prof.  McGiffert,  the  late  Presbyterian  pervert 
to  liberalism.

members  an  opportunity  to  ‘‘give  as  their 
hearts  make  them  willing. ?"

Apostasy — Subjectively  Considered 


Apostasy,  according  to  the  rffles  of  logical 
division,  is  either  possible  or  impossible.  If 
it  be  possible  then  it  must  be  incorporated  in 
the  creed  of  the  Christian  church,  for  only  the 
. impossible  can  be  absolutely  denied.  Now 
if  apostasy  be  possible  it  must  be  so  through 
some  failure  either  in  God,  or  iq  the  plan  of 
salvation,  or  in  the  individual.;  There  can 
be  no  failure  in  God,  or  in  the  qlan  of  salva 
tion,  therefore  if  apostasy  be  possible,  it  must 
be  so  "subjectively  considered.’] 

Let  us  consider  what  this  doctrine  really  is. 

What  are  we  to  understand  by  the  phrase 
"subjectively  considered  ? ” It  | seems  to  me 
that  those  who  use  the  phrase  iniend  to  mean 
by  it  the  liabilities  of  the  Christian  when  he 
Is  considered  as  human  and  fallible.  By  it 
they  differentiate  the  individual  from  the 
work  of  grace  done  in  the  heart  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  By  it  they  divorce  the  Christian  from 
God  so  that  he  becomes  liable  to  something 
not  possible  in  the  divine  side  of  fhe  economy 
of  grace. 

This  being  the  meaning  of  tl^e  phrase,  it 
seems  to  me  that,  "apostasy  subjectively  con 
sidered,”  is  pure  Arminianism.  If  we  differ 
entiate  the  individual  from  the  Work  of  grace 
done  fn  the  heart  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  con] 
sider  him  apart  from  the  divine  side 
of  the  economy  of  grace,  j then  we 
throw  him  on  his  own  powters  and  re- 
sources for  his  perseverance;  we  make  the 
work  of  Christ  efficient  only  in  that  it  brings 
man  into  a salvable  state.  This:  is  pure  Ar- 
minianism. They  have  never  claimed  that 
it  was  possible  for  the  Christian  to  fall  away 
when  viewed  on  the  divine  side  of  the  econ- 
omy of  grace.  They  do  not  believe  that  God 
casts  off  the  believer,  nor  do  they  believe  that 
the  ground  of  apostasy  is  in  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion but  they  believe  that  it  is  in  the  indi- 
vidual. "I  believe,”  says  Wesley,  "that  a 
saint  may  fall  away  ; that  one  who  is  holy  or 
righteous  in  the  judgment  of  God  himself  may 
nevertheless  so  fall  from  God  a$  to  perish 
everlastingly.”  He  has  said  no  more  than 
this,  "Apostasy  is  possible  subjectively  con- 
sidered.” 

But  wherein  is  the  fallicy  of  this  doctrine  ? 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  fallicy  lies  in  the  dis- 
crimination made  in  the  use  of  the  phrase 
"subjectively  considered."  Can  a Christian 
be  so  set  off  in  the  economy  of  grace  as  to  be- 
come liable  to  something  not  possible  when 
viewed  from  a divine  standpoint?  That  is 
the  question  to  be  settled  before  our  hybrid 
theologians  can  force  upon  us  a cujt  contain- 
ing an  "apostasy  subjectively  considered.’’

divine  ana  tne  nmnan  sides  in  the  economy 
of  grace  meet  ih  the  Christian  and  form  a new 
creation.  1 hejre  it  is  that  the  two  sides  meet 
and  amalgamate,  forming  a divine  system  to 
meet  the  needs  and  conditions  of  the  new 
born  soul.^This  is  evident  if  we  bear  in  mind 
the  nature  of  regeneration. 

Regeneration]  is  not  simply  a divine  influ- 
ence external  to  the  self  which  constrains  us 
to  do  right  and  from  which  it  can  be  sepa- 
rated at  will,  i is  more  than*  that,  it  fs  the 
lifting  up  of  tlje  self  to  a higher  universe  of 
existence  accompanied  with  the  conviction 
that  that  univferse  is  the  one  in  which  we 
ought  to  habitually  live.  The  self  is  affected. 
The  new  creature  is  not  a part  of  our  being, 
it  is  our  being|-it  is  the  self.  The  in  born 
spirit  so  affects  the  self,  that  view  it  from  any 
side  we  may,  ij  looks  the  same,  and,  when 
considered  witfij  respect  to  conduct,  there  is 
no  divine  or  human  side. 

Such  being  tlje  nature  of  regeneration  the 
will  itself,  which  is  the  mainspring  of  all  vol- 
untary action  is  Regenerated.  It  is  dependent 
upon  the  self  fjjr  its  motives,  so  when  the 
self  is  lifted  inio  a new  sphere  of  existence 
the  ethical  point  of’view  is  changed  and  the 
will,  in  having  Entirely  a new  set  of  designs 
to  determine  between,  may  be  said  to  be  re- 
generated. Thi|  is  the  only  ground  upon 
which  the  hum^n  will  can  become  obedient 
to  the  will  of  Gad,  for  human  will  cannot  be 
bent,  it  cannot  tie  determined  by  any  thing 
external  to  the  self,  not  even  by  omnipotence 
itself.  So  God  jworks  in  us,  not  the  chang- 
ing of  our  wills,  (but  the  changing  of  the  self 
upon  which  thejnature  of  the  will  is  depen- 
dent. Ye  must  bd  born  again.  Now  it  as  nat- 
urally follows  as  light  follows  day,  that,  if  the 
will  be  affected  iy  regeneration-,  then  there 
is  a oneness  between  the  will  of  man  and  the 
will  of  God.  God  worketh  in  us  both  to  Will 
and  to  do  If  this  be  true  you  cannot  con- 
sider man  as  an  individual  divorced  from  the 
will  of  God.  "Subjectively  considered"  isan 
impossibility. 

B also  follows  from  the  nature  of  regener- 
ation that  there  is‘an  abiding  oneness  between 
Uirist  and  his  people.  By  regeneration  we 
are  lifted  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and 
b come,  by  adopt  jon,  a member  of  the  family 
of  God  a and  joinj  heir  with  Jesns  to  all  the 
riches  of  heaven. j This  is  all  brought  about 
through  Christ  Who  stands  pledged  for  the 
faithful  fulfillment  of  the  whole  plan.  Now 
in  order  that  no  apostasies  may  occur  "sub- 
puively  considered  ” Christ  Jesus  becomes 
the  federal  head  6f  the  redeemed  family  ii: 
parting,  through  ^generation,  his  nature  and 
linking  himself  oj  to  the  destinies  of  the  re- 
deemed. I b lie^e  in  an  indwelling  Christ. 

I believe  that  he  ij  our  surety. 

Thus  the  phrascl  "subjectively  considered" 
lifts  the  Christian  t>ut  of  his  setting  and  puts 
bim  in  an  impossible  sphere,  where,  apart 
from  his  life,  his  nature,  his  kingdom,  almost 
any  thing  m ly  bejpossible.  This  is  unfair. 

Deal  with  him  itj  his  true  sphere.  Take 
him  as  he  in  Ijis  union  to  Christ;  in  his 
proper  setting,  th^  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit;

Dr.  Gray 
spoke  enthusiastically  of  the  excellent  record 
of  the  College  during  the  past  schblastic  (year, 
of  the  sacrifices  of  the  denomination  in  free- 
ing the  school  ot  a heavy  debt,  of  the  strong 
organization  for  effective  work  by  the  How- 
ard Alumni,  and  of  the  spirit  exijting  among 
the  alumni,  trustees,  and  studjnt  body— a 
spirit  of  good  fellowship,  progressiveness, 
and  hope.  A brief  prayer  after  these  an- 
nouncements brought  so  ariose  a year, 
that  in  many  respects,  bass  been  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  s<hool. 
The  prospective  number  of  students  front  Ala- 
bama and  other  states  next  year  is  encourag- 
ing, endowment  is  proposed,  and  the 'sty  is 
bright  with  the  promise  of  a gloriaais  future.

His  address  on  the  future  cf  China, 
shows  that  he-  is  a far  seeing  statefma  1 as  well 
as*  a successful  missionary,  j Hej  re  mfiiated 
the  idea  of  the  dismember^ne^t  od  China,  and 
said  site  was  to  become  pne  of  thej  mjighty 
factors  'of  the  world’s  political  anil  iidilstri  ,1 
future.  We  like  this  as  tee  have  nekerj  seen 
it  put  this  way,  and  haveirather  thought  the 
same  ottr-self.”

Dr.  Rankin  of  ‘ the  Monthly  Missionary" 
gives  a chotograph  of  Dr.  Asltmore  and  addi- 
tional evidence  of  his  high  appreciation.  All 
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this  shows  the  good  taste  and  judgment  of  our 
Presbyterian  brethren. 

Dr.  Ashmore  and  I were  classmates  and  de- 
voted friends  in  the  great  but  ill  fjattd  West- 
ern Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Covington, 
Ky.,  in  1846-47,  and  I can  joyfully  testify  the 
truth  df  all  these*  distinguished  Presbyterians 
say  of  him.  I never  knew  a brighter  intellect 
and  -a  purer,  nobler  heart.  I givL  the  inci- 
dent for  the  admonition  and  inspiration  of  all 
money  holders.' 

Dr.  Ashmore  was  of  a nohle  famite,  but  had 
been  greatly  reduced  by  misfortune  and  he 
was  sorely  straightened  financially  and  com- 
pelled to  board  himself  and  live  onl  bread  and 
molasses  for  the  dossing  ra  mths  of  the  ses 
sipn.  Finally  his  last  cent  was  exhausted 
and  he  was  unable  even  to  buy  iread  and 
mola.-ses,  and  he  modestly  asked  a wealthy 
Baptist  deacon  ill  Cincinnati  to  loan  him 
$fi  00.  But  the  rich  deacon  curtlyisaid,  ‘‘I 
will  nd  loan  you  a cent,  there  are  too  many 
of  you  young  preachers  trying  to  Hire  without 
work.  You  had  better  go  home  4nd  go  to 
work.’  This  pit  reed  the  sensitive  heart  of 
our  noble  brother.  He  felt  it  was  a rebuke 
from  God  for  his  presuming  to  eut«i  the  hi^h 
and  holy  work  of  preaching  the  gnspel.  He 
went  back  to  the  College  Hall  in  povingtou 
and  spent ’the  night  in  tears  and  prpyers,  and 
concluded  to  go  home  and  give  up  all  hopes 
of  becoming  a preacher  aud  missionary.  ’ 
Next  morning  he  came  with  a friend  to  the 
college  boarding  hall  for  breakfast,]  his  coun- 
tenance usually  so  bright  was  the  picture  ol 
despair.  I feared  he  was  sick  aud  asked  his 
room-mate  what  was  the  nsatter.  *He  told  line 
hiisad  condition,  and  his  mournful  purpose.  I 
immediately  went  to  his  room  and  approached 
him  tenderly,  when  with  flowing  tears  he  re- 
lated bis  soriow  aud  bitter  disappointment. 

I took  him  tenderly  by  the  hand  (tnd  said, 
“My  dear  brother,  God  is  only  trying  your 
patience  a d faith  as  he  did  AbrahaU’s.  Gpd 
lias  enabled  me  to  remedy  your  troubles.  I have 
a noble  brother,  Dossey  A.  Outlaw,  near  Stark- 
ville, Miss.,  worth  over  iioo.ooo,  and  he  told 
me  when  I lift  for  this  S uninary  if  J met  any 
worthy  young  preacher  in  your  condition  to 
let  him  kuow  and  he  would  send  him  money 
at  once.  And  I advance  you  $10.  od  aud  He 
will  remit  immediately  a bank  tjheck  for 
535  00  ” 

With  unutterab  e jjoy  he  said.  ”ph,  why 
did  I doubt  the  goodness  of  Godl?”  Bro 
Outlaw  immediately  senl  the  $35. qb,  • which 
defrayed  all  his  expenses  till  he  collected 
some  money  due  him,  and  thus  tjhe  noble 
yotjng  bro  her  was  euabled  to  complete  his 
course  in  the  Theological  Seminary  os  he  had 
in  the  Literary  College  of  Ohio.  | 

Six  weeks  before  graduating  wei  spent  a 
welk  of  special  prayer,  and  a day  pf  prayer 
an<|  fasting  for  divine  aid  in  selecting  our  fu- 
ture field  of  labor.  He  resolved  to  consecrate 
his  life  to  the  Chinese  Empire  and  I resolved 
to  Consecrate  my  life  to  the  Empire!  State  of 
Texas.  1 . 

0 o.  Ashmore  and  I both  realized  the  glor- 
ious truth  that  “a  good  wife  is  of  the  Lord.” 
An<J  the  Lord  gave  him  a noble  wife  of 
wealthy  parents,  and  before  leaving  America, 
she  said,  "My  father  has  given  me  five  times 
more  money  than  I need  and  I want  you  to 
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pay  every  ciiit  you  owe  before  you  leave

I was  inexorable^  however,  so 
she  finally  con  plied  with  the  j requirements, 
but  withlan  et:ceedingly  bad  grace,  aud  we 
finished  the  seivice. 

I think  the  company  were  all  sutprised  that 
I did  not  kiss  :he  bride,  but  I remembered  a 
story  told  me  l»y  another  missionary^  to  the 
effect  that  on  a similar  occasion  he  fdid  kiss 
the  bride,  w hereupon  the  busbantf  became 
abusive  and  threatened  him,;  at  whfrh  the 
lady  promptly  inlerferred.  Lading  aside  held 
bridal  veil  and  catching  her  htfsband  by  tbe^ 
shoulder  she  shook  him  vigorously,  remark- 
ing at  the  sam<  time,  “that  site  didn’t!  allow 
no  man  to  intei  fere  with  her  rkligiousi  privi- 
leges, eve»  if  he  was  married  tp  her  !'j| 
Occasionally  I attended  other  weddings. 
The  first  time  ] did  so.il  happened  to  sit  by 
a very  bright  w oman,  who  saidito  me  when  I 
remarked  that  this  was  the  first  wedding  I 
had  ever  seen  outside  of  an  Episcopal  cthttreb:

ern Baptist  C©ny4ni*4oni  How  to  reach  and 
develop  these  chaivbes  is  a problem  yet  to  be 
solved.  For  reach: ag  them  our  facilities  are 
greater  than  ever  tpMDre,  Conventions  small 
and  great  we  have."had  dpt  a few!  Plans  dis- 
cussed. measure^  adopted.  . Boards  have  been 
organized,  secretaries  employed,  tracts  dis- 
tributed, letters  by  thousands  have  been  writ- 
ten, machinery  nji?iiiplied4  until  much  oil  is 
required  in  running  with  which  to  grease  the 
same-  And  yet  aftyr  all  our  labored  efforts, 
our  secretaries  report  ten  thousand  non-con- 
tributing churches  that  are  yet  untouched  by 
the  influence  of  our  {fast  multiplying  agencies 
and  machinery.  I fdr  ode  rejoice  in  the  great 
and  blessed  workiafironuplished  through  the 


agencies  employed-  But  Brethren,  the  agen- 
das employed  or  t^te machinery  used  does  not 
■iffetn  to  meet  the  <5>rtdition.  We  are  confron- 
ted with'  -vcondaioti,  and,  as  I see  it,  our 
greatest  need  is  #<h  in  experiment  to  be  tried 
one  year,  but  a remedy  that  will  go  right 
down  to  the  root  of  tlje  trouble  and  effectually 
heal  the  sauje. 

Much  of  the  motierhly-built  machinery 
njployed  by  the  Baptists  of  to-day  is  6n 
wheels,  the  trucks  of- which  rtin  by  railroad 
towns  and  citiesj  #uljy  touching  mainly  the 
highest  points.  Now  without  criticism  of  our 
boards  or  secretaries,  Jor  we  know  them  to  be 
taen  of  brains  and  men  of  God,  yet  to  Bap- 
tists not  a few,  i|  doefi  seem  to  be  a waste  of 
time  lnd  effort  for  them  to  spend  their  time 
and  efforts  in  visiting  town  and  city  churches, 
which;  are,  as  a rule,  supplied  with  pastors 
who  have  their  work  well  in  baud.  Pastors 
are  diyine  gifts  to  churches,  and  all  those 
who  arc  pastors  In  deed  and  in  truth  need 
not  the  help  of  any  secretary  or  board  in  order 
tp  develop  their  chunjhesr  I for  one  believe 
that  a scriptural  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  with 
a.,  scriptutal  pastdt,  working  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spiyt’is  the  highest  thing  this 
skie  of  heaven.  I am  heartily  in  favor  of  our 
Boards.  State.  Home  fnd  Foreign,  also  mis- 
'tonarics  and  secretaries.  « 

But  brethren,  we  may  appoint  new  com- 
mittees, new  boards,  we  may  elect  secretaries, 
we  may  continue  as- we’  are  doing  to  multiply 
muchurery,  but  not  u^itil  the  agencies  em- 
p&iyed  get  out  andsper|d  their  time  and  efforts 
in  our  Undeveloped  churches,  will  the  prob- 
* lehi  ever  be  solved.  As  I understand  it  we 
employ  agencies  to  help  the  weak  and  not  the 
strong.  jf  ” 

* 1 am  very  well  ^awafe  pf  the  fact  that  our 
agyuts  employed  Visit  puny  of  our  associa- 
tions  and  conventions,  but  accepting  their 
owu  reports,  and  jud^ug  the  future  by  the 
past,  this  plan  #illmoit  solve  the  problem. 
Brethren  in  order  to  reach  successfully  ohr 
amlevwlopeid  churches  some  man  whose  heart 
k in  the  great  work  pf  missions  must  stand 
before  those  churches  fn  person  and  deliver 
to  them  a message  front  God.  The  Lord  said 
thou  shalt  speak,  (not  write)  my  word  unto 
•them.  As  a rule  letters,  tracts  and  circulars  „ 
axe  cold  things,  but  when  you  stand  face  to 
face  with  God's  childrep  and  deliver  to  them 
m message  from  their  Father,  they  are  more 
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than  likely  to  be  moved!  to  action,  yea  they 
will  be.  Would  to  God  that  our  own  State 
Board  could  employ  not  less  than  four  secre- 
taries or  missionaries,  and  thus  see  to  it  that 
they  spend  their  time  and  efforts  not  only  in 
touching  high  points  oil  the  railroads,  visit- 
ing and  preaching  for  xy^ll  developed  church- 
es, associations  and  contentions,  bjit  let  them 
beat  their  way  back  through  the  hills  and 
valleys,  until  every  noa-contributing  church 
shall  have  been  brought]  intoi  closer  fellowship 
with  Christ  in  redeeming  a lost  world.  To 
appoint  and  locate  committees  to  write  letters 
and  send  out  tracts  to  our  already  Overworked 
pastors  will  not  solve  the  problem.  My  idea 
is,  that  if  we  employ  agencies,  let  it  be  not  to 
write  letters  and  tell  pastors  what  to  do,  but 
let  it  be  for  actual  service. 

My  heart  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  through 
the  agencies  employed  much  good  has  been 
. accomplished  and  many  lost  souls  have  been 
brought  to  Christ.  But  brethren,  it  does 
seem  to  me  that  we  have  alt  the  missionaries 
that  we  need,  unless  the  agencies  employed 
^will  get  out  and  do  actual  service. 

These  things  are  written  not  j)y  way  of 
complaint  or  criticism,  but  merely  Suggestive. 

May  the  God  of  all  grace  teach  us  how  to 
teach  and  develop  in  these  ten  thousand  non- 
contributing  churches  the  largest  measure  of 
usefulness.  I j

Reading  the  Scriptures. 

The  tendency  to  neglect  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures is  apparent  with  all  classes.  The  world 
is  being  flooded  with  fictitious  j literature 
suited  to  the  world*'- minded.  Books,  jour- 
nals and  papers  of  Jbligious  turn,  or  contain- 
ing some  moral  are  supplying  the  rfcading  de- 
mand of  thousands  that  profess  td  be  Chris- 
tians, and  the  pure  word  of  God  is  read  by 
the  few.  In  these  few  lines  I desire!  to  call 
attention  to  but  one  class  who  seem  to  be 
neglecting  the  Scriptures,  at  least  in  their 
public  services.  The  class  I wish  to  refer  to  is 
composed  of  preachers.  I believe  every 
preacher  has  his  ideal  and  is  trying  to  emu- 
late the  virtues  of  our  ideal,  we  also  absorb 
their  vices  and  are  unconsciously  affected  by 
them.  * 

The  preacher  should  have  an  ideal  and  that 
should  be  none  other  than  Christ-(-and  we 
should  strive  to  emulate  him  in  private  and 
public.  The  preacher  of  all  classes  should 
heed  that  gracious  admonition:  “Follow 


' word  of  God,  and  worthy  of  their  l>est  atten 
tiojn. 

I believe  there  is  a growing  tendency  on 
the  part  of  the  preacher  to  neglect  1 he  scrip 
tural  lesson,  giving  more  time  to  entertain 
ing,  song  and  to  what  he  may  have  o say.  1 
would  not  be  understood  as  being  t pposed  to 
singing,  but  rather  as  favoring  moie  singing 
of  B different  kind,  for  the  song  sen  ice  is  im- 
portant, yea  B gospel  song  prepares  the  heart 
and  ear  for  a gospel  reading  and  sert#i  m.  What 
the  preacher  has  to  say  is  also  important,  or 
should  be,  for  God  has  ordained  th  it  by  the 
foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  thos  : who  be- 
lieve it. 

How  different  the  present  tenden  :y.  The 
song  service  is  intended  to  entertain  rs  ther  than 
benefit;  and  prepares  the  hearer  for  he  read- 
ing and  preaching  services  The  f criptures 
have  been  given  a secondary  plac  >,  and  in 
many  cases  none  at  all;  and  the  sermon,  in 
many  cases,  foreign  to  the  gospel,  a ad  abso- 
lutely foolish.  - In  order  to  please  tl )e  world- 
ly-minded populace  the  preacher  W:  II  read  a 
very  short  passage  of  Scripture,  or  re  id  a text, 
or  possibly  refer  to  one,  then  shove  the  book 
aside  giving  the  remainder  of  his  time  to  some 
current  topic  or  fad  leaving  the  gospel  sadly 
alone.  In  the  language  of  another  if  his 
text  had  some  contagious  disease  his  sermon 
would  not  be  effected  with  the  slightest 
symptoms  of  the  disease.  This  I believe  to 
be  the  present  tendency  and  should  l>e  cor- 
rected. 

Brethren,  let  us  give  the  word  of  £od  the 
right  of  way  in  our  services,  for  it  is  fjie  pow- 
er of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  who  believe  it.

Here  he  was  talckn 
from  his  horse  by  Senator  Harris  and  v^as 
taken  to  a brook  a few  yards  away  where  jhe 
died.  He  was  shot  1-4  mile  away,  altho’  his 
boot  was  full  of  blood  in  a minute,  and  jiis 
friends  begged  him  t#  desist,  he, continued  to 
order  every  movement  until  the  enemy  Was 
put  *to  flight. 

Tho’  he  died,  Johnston  won  unperishahle 
renown,  and  while  the  Tennessee  waters  flpW 
seaward,  Johnston  will  be  honored  as  one  jof 
the  greatest  of  all  generals.  ^
